KHMER REPUBLIC. DURING ABOUT A HALF HOUR 
OF PRIVATE CONVERSATION, THE EMBASSY UNDERSTANDS

ABSENCE OF MRS. DEAN, IS THE SENIOR WIFE 
RESIDENT AT THE POST, AND WITH A FEW SELECTED 
KHMER LADIES TO ORGANIZE THE MORNING. ALTHOUGH
